Jesus’ love includes all, excludes 
no one, bishop tells disabled

SAN -DIEGO—It was a special 
Mass for some very special people. 


The lector, James Picco of Christ 
the King parish, is blind, and had to 
“read” the first reading in Braille with 
his fingertips. The responsorial psalm 
was signed by Morgan Droutas, who 
cannot speak. The altar servers, 
Patrick Scarpatti, Daniel Benavidez, 
and Joseph Abreu, all of St. Rose of 
Lima parish, are developmentally 
disabled. Two members of the folk 
group, Archie and Jake Salazar of St. 
Francis Church in Vista, are blind. 


MANY WHO CAME had to. be 
wheeled in or carried in. Many could 
not see or hear. But all joined Bishop 
Leo T. Maher at the Immaculata last 
Saturday to celebrate Mass, to 
celebrate the Year of the Disabled 
Person, and also to celebrate 
themselves.

Abortion anniversary: ‘a symptomatic cure’ 


Today is the anniversary of the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 decision to 
legalize abortion in the United States. 
And today is also San Diego’s eighth 
annual March for Life to protest the 
decision and to commemorate the 
millions of babies who have been 
aborted since then. 


Two marches will be held. one at 
11:30 this morning, beginning at 
Sixth and Laurel Streets near Balboa 
Park, and one this evening at the 
Community Concourse, Third and 
“B” Streets, beginning at 6:30 p.m. 


BOTH MARCHES are sponsored 
by a coalition of pro-life organiza- 
tions, student and religious groups. 
Catholic parishes sponsoring the 
marches include St. Columba and St. 
Charles Borromeo, and the Knights 
of Columbus are also taking part. 


Also sponsoring the marches is the 


diocesan Peace and Justice Commis- 
sion. Tom Spencer, who presently 
coordinates the group and acts as 
liaison with the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council, said ‘‘abortion is not a 
solution to a problem. It is a 
symptomatic cure.” 


Spencer, who is director of parish 
outreach for Catholic Community 
Services, noted that the CCS Single 
Pregnant Women’s Program “pro- 
vides every possible service for the 
pregnant woman, her family, and the 
father of the child, both before and 
after birth.” 


ALSO BEGINNING in San Diego is 
Southern California's first chapter of 
Birthright, which provides counsel- 
ing, maternity clothes, layettes and 
other items to present women with an 
alternative to abortion. Other 
Birthright services include encour- 


agement and assistance throughout 
pregnancy, adoptive information, 
legal, medical, and welfare assist- 
ance, and job interviews. 


The new local Birthright office is at 
3751% Boston Avenue, in space 
rented from St. Jude Shrine. Birth- 
right is not connected with the 
Roman Catholic Church, and _ its 
board of directors includes many 
non-Catholics. The director of San 
Diego Birthright is Mrs. Catherine 
Ewers, a parishioner of St. John ofthe 
Cross, Lemon Grove; chairman of the 
outreach project is Mrs. Judy 
DelGaudio, a parishioner of Holy 
Trinity Church in El Cajon. 

“There are roads other than 
abortion. Women must know about 
them, and we are there to help,” said 
Mrs. DelGaudio. ‘‘We build a 
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said Deacon Bob Ekhaml, who 
delivered the homily with his voice 
and with his hands. “Disabled people 
have the same responsibility to go to 
church and to show God’s special 
love, which is found in a special way 
in His very special people.” 

Deacon Ekhaml referred to the 
Gospel reading in which the followers 
of John the Baptist asked Jesus if He 
was the one to come. Jesus told them 
to tell John that the blind see, the deaf 
hear, the poor have the Gospel 
preached to them. 


“JESUS USED HIS relationship 
with the handicapped to prove He 
was the savior of the world,” said 
Deacon Ekhaml. 


The Mass began with an entrance 
procession which included the deaf, 
the blind, the developmentally 
disabled. Special banners pro- 
claimed that “open hearts open 
doors.” Wheelchairs and stretchers 
filled the space between the front 
pews of the Immaculata right up to 
the altar rail. 


The church was packed. Everyone 
sang. Some voices showed the 
distortion of speech impediments. 
Those who could not sing with their 
voices signed the music with their 
hands. The spirit was very real, andso 
was the sense of profound joy. 


THE HIGH POINT of the Mass 
came when eight developmentally 
disabled children and adults received 
their First Holy Communion from the 
hands of their bishop. Some had to be 
helped into the sanctuary. Some had 
difficulty in consuming the host. 


“For these people, First Commu- 
nion may be the most joyful 
experience of their lives,’’ said 
Benedictine Sister Kathryn Jennings, 
director of the Office of Special 
Education.

feast of Corpus Christi, said Father 
John Aurelio, a member of a group in 
the Buffalo, N.Y., diocese which 
asked the pope to celebrate the Mass. 
The request was made in connection 
with the United Nations’ International 
Year for Disabled Persons this year.

One of the most electric personalities 
ever to fill the television screens was 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen (later Archbishop). 
His award winning programs still stand 
unique in the history of electronic 
communications. Fulton Sheen was 
convinced of his message. He was utterly 
“sold” on the product he was selling — 
faith. His own faith in God, totally 
unquenchable and forthright to the day 
he died just over a year ago. 


As national director of the Propagation 
of the Faith in the United States he 
brought the challenge of our part in the 
onward progress of the mission church.

The dismissal meant 
that for the time being the court will 
not have to rule on the constitution- 
ality of the law or its challenged 
provisions. 


OPUS DEI ARTICLE — Opus Dei, a 
Catholic organization approved by 
the Vatican, was strongly criticized in 
an article appearing Jan. 12 in The 
Times of London. The article, quoting 
critics of Opus Dei, said it is a secret 
society which wants to be indepen- 
dent of local bishops and national 
hierarchies. English Opus Dei 
members disputed the article.

TIME FOR PROFOUND TRUTH — 
“Lent is a time of profound truth,” 
Pope John Paul II said in his annual 
Lenten message. He described the 
season as “a time of profound truth, 
which brings conversion, restores 
hope and, by putting everything back 
in its proper place, brings peace and 
optimism.” Lent begins on Ash 
Wednesday, March 4. Easter is April 
19. 


“Christians, called by the Church to 
prayer, penance, fasting, and self- 
sacrifice, place themselves before 
God and recognize themselves; they 
rediscover themselves,” he said. 
“Lent is a time that makes us think 
about our relationship with ‘Our 
Father,’ it re-establishes the order 
that should reign between brothers 
and sisters. Lent is a time that makes 
us jointly responsible for one 
another; it detaches us from our 
selfishness, small-mindedness, 
meanness and pride; it is a time that 
enlightens us and makes us under- 
stand better that we too, like Christ, 
must serve.”

Year of Disabled challenges 
us all to learn, to love 


In the recent past, we have been called on to observe 


International Women’s Year, the Year of the Child, and the - 


Year of the Family. 
The year 1981 has been designated as the International 


Year of the Disabled. According to United Nations 


estimates, there are some 500 million persons around the 
world who are mentally or physically disabled — providing 
the world’s conscience with a complex human problem. 


In a 1978 pastoral letter on the handicapped, the bishops 
of our country said: “The same Jesus who heard the cry for 
recognition from the handicapped people of Judea and 
Samaria calls us to embrace responsibility for our 
handicapped brothers and sisters.” 


As we face another new year— one fraught with perils to 
peace, with global hunger threats, with the economic 
hardships of inflation, with the existence of grave social, 
political, and economic injustices— we may measure our 
challenges against those of the disabled. 


This month’s Maryknoll magazine offers insight into the 
plight of the disabled and the fact they are loving, caring 
persons. A polio, vicitim in Peru, a young leper in Korea, a 
crippled boy in Kenya, a mentally retarded child in Bolivia. 
The blind and the deaf, the bedridden, and the wheelchair- 
bound are revealed as sensitive and individual persons, as 
well as confused, suffering human beings, who long to 
share in the understanding love of fellow human beings 
and the healing love of God. 

Frank Maurovich, in a concise adaptation of a UNICEF 
study, points out the three levels on which we must combat 
handicaps. 


First is preventing the impairment by attacking the four . 


main causes of disability: inadequate nutrition, - birth 
defects, disease, and accidents. 


The second level is remedying or minimizing the 
handicap when it occurs. Focus must be centered, not on 
the disability, but on the person’s abilities. Otherwise, we 


can create psychological or social handicaps worse than , 


the actual impairment itself. 


The third level focuses on removing the needless, 
sometimes distorted responses often applied by society. 
Our responses are frequently the result of misinformation, 
prejudice, fear, and superstition— which produce 
negative attitudes that label and stigmatize the disabled 
and restrict the potential for effective action. 


One of the best things that can happen to the 
handicapped this year is a change of attitude on the part of 
the public— on the part of you and me. Some steps have 
been taken— restricted parking places, special entrances, 
sloped curbs — but much more needs to be done. We must 
not only work at opening building doors, but we must open 
minds and hearts to recognize the aeeh sc as well as the 
needs, of the disabled. 


One. of the best things that can Eiéped to the 
handicapped this year in our diocese is Benedictine Sister 
Kathryn Jennings, director of the Department of 
Educational Ministry’s Special Education Office. Sister 
Kathryn ministers to the disabled in our community and 
through and with the disabled to those of us not disabled. 
Sister Kathryn forces one to come face-to-face with the 
basic essential of recognizing and responding to the needs 
of the disabled to be seen and admitted to as full a life as 
possible in society. 


Are we preparing ourselves for this challenge to learn, to 
love?

What’s ordinary about daily life? 


Well, here we are at the third of the thirty-three 
“ordinary” Sundays of the Church year. By now 
most of us are no longer making errors on the 
dateline of our checks, and beginning to forget the 
resolutions we vowed to implement this year.

Why baptism classes? 


lf the pastor has doubts about the 
sincerity of the parents, the /nstruc- 
tion notes that the baptism can be 
postponed; but “it must be clear that 
the refusal of baptism is not a means 
of exercising pressure. Nor can one 
speak of refusal, still less of 
discrimination, but rather of educa- 
tional delay, according to individual 
cases, aimed at helping the family to 
grow in faith or to become more. 
aware of their responsibilities.” 


In the past, when godparents were 
more than honorary and when most 
children attended Catholic schools, 
there was less of a problem. Today 
the majority of pastors rightly and 
laudably insist that first-time parents 
attend several 
sions for their own spiritual growth 
and for the benefit of the child. 
Hopefully all parishes will adopt this 
policy so that we'll have an end to the 
Sunday afternoon baptismal mill. 


Q: Why do some churches now 
require that parents go to baptismal 
classes? We didn’t have to do this in 
the past. 


A: The Church has an ancient 
tradition of infant baptism and her 
theology has not changed: there must 
be some assurances that the child will 
be brought up in the faith: “As a rule, 
these assurances are to be given by 
the parents or close relatives, 
although various substitutions are 
possible within the Christian 
community. But if these assurances 
are not really serious there can be 
grounds for delaying the sacrament; 
and if they are certainly non-existent, 
the sacrament should be refused.” 


In the event (not common) that the 
parents are not practicing Catholics, 
“the pastor will endeavor by means of 
a clear-sighted and understanding 
dialogue to arouse the parents’ 
interest in the sacrament they are 
requesting and make them aware of 
the responsibility that they are 
assuming.”

and thanksgiving. Not an ordinary time at all. But 
not extraordinary, either. 


ONE OF THE MOST exciting things about the 
Christian life of prayer is that one learns to accept 
the extraordinary as predictable and the impossible 
as possible.

ST. THOMAS 
AQUINAS 
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Into the light of day 


January 25, 1981, Third Sunday in Ordinary Time. 
Isaiah 8:23-9:3; | Corinthians 1:10-13, 17; Matthew 
4:12-23. 


Light and darkness are the themes of our readings 
today. Jesus Christ is the light of God who makes 
His Father visible to us; and where that light ceases 
to shine, we experience the pain of seeming 
abandonment. 


The historical setting for our passages from Isaiah 
is the year 734 B.C. The Assyrian king Tiglath- 
pileser Ill has conquered what is now Syria and 
northern Israel in punishment for the sins of the 
people. But even in His anger God is merciful, and 
chastisement always carries within it the seed of 
future redemption. 


RESTORATION IS coming. The provinces of 
Zebulon and Napthaii, first to feel God’s wrath, will 
be the first to see the light of salvation. The darkness 
and gloom of servitude and oppression will give way 
to the joy and light of God’s promise of freedom. 

Isaiah’s poem of consolation is also the beginning 
of a prophecy which tells of an eventual restoration 
of the Davidic kingdom under a son and heir; the 


great prophet isso sure it will come that he speaks of 
a future certainty in terms of Gideon’s past victory 
over the Midianites, as recorded in the Book of 
Judges. The son and heir to come is, of course, 
Jesus. 


The mark of the Christian community is unity, St. 
Paul tells the divided Church in Corinth in our 
second reading. There is one Gospel, one Christ, 
one body that is the Church: the Corinthians are to 
cease their factions, their cliques, their fan clubs 
and personality cults. 


THERE CAN BE no jealousy or rivalry in the true 
Church, because the Church is the one body of 
Christ, and Christ's one body knows no divisions. 
To be separated from the Church is to be separated 
from Christ Himself. 


We will be reading St. Matthew's Gospel during 
the Sundays of this year, and today’s passage 
typifies its basic theological insight: Jesus is the 
embodiment of Israel’s past and future, both law and 
prophecy. In fact Matthew goes to great lengths in 
his Gospel to show in the actions of Jesus the fulfill- 
ment of many specific prophecies scattered 
throughout the Old Testament. 


Today we see Jesus beginning His public ministry 
after the arrest of John the Baptist. He is in the north 
of Israel, at Capernaum, and the light promised by 
Isaiah more than seven centuries before has now 
dawned in brilliance. 


THE KINGDOM OF GOD is preached, and the 
message is clear: Repent! Refarm your lives! Follow 
me! Salvation is offered in God’s gratuitous love, 
without the slightest consideration of our merits... 
or our lack of them. This is the reality of grace itself. 


We are called to conversion, and what is our 
response? Jesus sees the first of His apostles 
fishing by the lake, and He tells them to lay down 
their nets, to follow Him, to become fishers of men 
and not of fish. 


How many of us would be willing to lay down all 
that is sinful and divisive in our lives, to give up our 
comfortable ways, to become new again in heart 
and mind? This is the meaning of conversion. This is 
the pledge we make in the sacrament of 
reconciliation. The apostles answered the call and 
followed Jesus to the ends of the earth. Much less is 
asked of most of us, but how far are we really willing 
to go? 
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Pope attacks contraception, 


defends natural family planning 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John 
Paul Il issued one of his bluntest 
attacks ever on artificial birth control 
Jan. 15. 


Speaking to participants of the 
Catholic-sponsored Congress for the 
Family of Africa and Europe meeting 
in Rome, the pope defended natural 
family planning, quoting Pope Paul 
Vi’s encyclical, Humanae Vitae (Of 
Human Life), on the topic and saying: 


“The design of the creator has 
provided the human organism with 
structures and functions to assist 
couples in arriving at responsible 
parenthood. 


“HOW SAD IT IS to note that the 
spirit of so many men and women has 
drifted away from this divine plan! 

“For SO many men and women of 
our time,” he added, “new life is 
looked on as a threat and something 
to be feared. 


“Others, intoxicated with the 
technical possibilities offered by 
scientific progress, wish to manipu- 
late the process of the transmission of 
life and, following the subjective 
criteria of personal satisfaction, are 
prepared even to destroy newly 
conceived life.” 


HE DECLARED THAT the Chris- 
tian approach ‘‘must be quite 
different: Inspired by objective moral 
standards based on an authentic and 
all-embracing vision of the human 
person, the Christian stands in awe of 
all the laws that God has impressed 
on the body and spirit of man.” 


The congress for the family, which 
drew medical, theological, and other 
family specialists from all over 
Europe and some 20 countries in 
Africa, centered particularly on the 
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various dimensions of natural family 
planning—using the woman's 
natural biological rhythms in 
planning children. 

Natural family planning received a 
strong endorsement from the 1980 
World Synod of Bishops, which met 
in Rome late last year and reaffirmed 
Church teaching that artificial means 
of birth control are intrinsically 
wrong. 


IN HIS ADDRESS the pope praised 
the synod’s twin emphasis on the 
validity of the teaching and on the 
need to develop better the “biblical 
and personalistic reasons’ behind 
the teaching. 

“The wisdom of the Creator has 
enriched human sexuality with great 
values and a special dignity. ..Per- 
haps the most urgent need today is to 
develop an authentic philosophy of 
life and of the transmission of life, 
considered precisely as ‘pro- 
creation,’ that is, as discovering and 
collaborating with the design of God 
the Creator,” he said.

Priest charges 


U.S. tax money paying 
for Mexico contraceptives 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)—U.S. 
funding of artificial contraception in 
Mexico through its foreign aid 
program is a problem for the Church 
there, according to Maryknoll Father 
Denis O’Brien. 


Father O’Brien, national consultor 
to the Mexican bishops’ pro-life 


- program, said in an interview in The 


Record, Louisville archdiocesan 
newspaper, that the U.S. Agency for 
International Development (AID) 
finances the distribution of contra- 
ceptives to Mexican women, some at 
no cost, through clinics and hos- 
pitals. 


TELEVISION commercials also 
promote contraceptives with such 
slogans as a “small family lives 
better,’ he noted. Father O’Brien, a 
native of Texas who has been 
working in Mexico since 1959, said he 
thinks that U.S. foreign aid is being 
used to pay for these commercials, 
but “we can't prove it.” 


Mexico's bishops have given strong 
backing to natural family planning 
and have issued statements opposing 
artificial contraception, the priest 
said.. He added that a _ particular 
concern is contraceptive experiment- 
ation on Mexican women. 


He said an injectable contracep- 
tive, which is under experimentation 
at the University of Alabama, has 
been given to 25 women to determine 
the effects of the drug. Father O’Brien 
said the experiment in Mexico is 
being made through AID. 


THE PRIEST SAID he had inquired 
about this contraceptive method with 
AID and was told that the U.S. agency 
spends about $1.5 million a year on 
contraceptive experimentation 
throughout the world. 

Mexican women also have been 
given another injected contraceptive 
called Depo-Provera, Father O’Brien 
said. This controversial drug, 


manufactured by aU.S. pharmaceuti- 
cal firm, Upjohn Co., is not approved 
for use in the United States, he said. 


Father O’Brien said that U.S. tax 
dollars are not being used directly to 
pay for the distribution of Depo- 
Provera in Mexico. He said Upjohn 
sends the drug to a subsidiary 
company, which in turn sells it to 
Planned Parenthood, an organization 
which does receive government 
funding. 

FATHER O’BRIEN, who entered 
the Maryknoll order in 1945 and who 
spent four years in Africa before 
going to Mexico, said that the 
Mexican bishops formalized their 
pro-life program in 1977 with both 
short- and long-term objectives. 


The short-term goal is working to 
prevent legalization of abortion in 
Mexico and to “strengthen Christian 
consciousness” on abortion, he said. 
Abortion is illegal in Mexico, but 
“there is always a certain concen- 
trated push’: by some groups to 
change the law, Father O’Brien said. 


The Communist Party and a 
women’s organization have proposed 
to amend the country’s constitution 
to legalize abortion, but Mexican 
President Jose Lopez-Portillo has 
said he opposes legalization. 


THE LONG-RANGE goal of the 
bishops’ program is to foster respect 
for life at all ages, with special 
attention to the elderly and retarded, 
Father O’Brien said. 


Asked to compare pro-life work in 
Mexico and the United States, Father 
O’Brien said, “I think it's easier in 
Mexico. You have to remember that 
Mexico is a Catholic country. Mexico 
still has customs (in some areas) 
about courtship.” But he also said 
that what happens in the United 
States affects Mexico. This is 
particularly true regarding the 
abortion issue, he said. 
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Visitors are friends to elderly ‘trapped’ in loneliness

EL CAJON —Try to go through the 


~ day without being able to see. Try to 


go through the day hearing the world 
around you in muffled, distorted bits 
and pieces. Try to go through the day 
being completely dependent upon 
someone else. 


That’s the way many elderly people 
spend their days, every day. And 
that’s the kind of thing over 100 
volunteer “visitors to the elderly” 
experienced firsthand at one of two 
workshops designed to encourage 
people of all ages to visit the elderly in 
nursing homes and other facilities. 


SPONSORED BY the Department 
on Aging of Catholic Community 
Services, the “Friendly Visitors to the 
Institutionalized Frail Elderly” 
workshops sensitize volunteers to the 
special problems of the aging, 
especially those who have been 
institutionalized and need, above all, 
friendships with other people who 
will visit them. 


“We try to encourage interested 
people to find someplace near’ their 
own homes and just spend time with 
elderly people on a regular basis,” 
said Valerie Scott, director of the CCS 
Department on Aging. 


“Many elderly people are trapped in 
their own loneliness. They often need 
a surrogate family because they have 
outlived their own families.” 


MISS SCOTT has trained over 400 
volunteers since the inception of the 
workshops, and the present group 
ranges in age from 11 to 85. 

“We are certainly obliged to care 
for others out of the things which 
Christ asks us to do in the Gospel,” 
said Miss Scott. “And with more and 
more elderly people in our popula- 
tion, we need to see that the 
traditional family parent-pattern of 
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mother and father is quite often 
mother and father and mother-in- 
law.” 


The first of two workshops 
sponsored by CCS stressed the 
importance of volunteer work, what it 
is like to be impaired, communicating 
with the elderly, and the indentifica- 
tion and differences between adult 
day care centers, homes, and skilled 
nursing facilities. 

A SECOND WORKSHOP includes 
choosing a patient facility to visit, the

administration of the facilities, the 
role of the volunteer, the role of the 
ombudsman, on-site visits to 
facilities, and the presentation of 
certificates for those who complete 
the two days of training. 


A follow-up session several months 
later deals with specific questions of 
ministering to the spiritual needs of 
the elderly, communicating with the 
depressed elderly, and dealing with 
“volunteer burnout.” 

The Department on Aging, said

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Miss Scott, is primarily a resource 
within the diocese for elderly people 
and their families, especially when it 
comes to finding ways to maintain the 
elderly with their families, and not in 
institutions. 


“1 CAN SEE the institution as an 
alternative when the elderly can no 
longer live by themselves and need 
more care than their families can 
provide,” she said. “But very often itis 
the emotional resources of the family 
which are exhausted first when it 
comes to the elderly, and not the 
financial resources.” 

Among the programs sponsored by 
the Department on Aging are senior 
citizen centers, a Foster Grandparent 
Program, and counseling services. 


The biggest problem facing the 
elderly right now is inflation, said 
Miss Scott. “The cost of living is really 
frightening to older people on fixed 
incomes. And the $20 a month cut in 
state supplemental assistance has 
had a very disturbing impact. People 
are scared of what is going to happen 
next.” 

IF MISS SCOTT could get one 
point across about the elderly, it 
would be this: “Don’t put everyone 
over 65 into one, homogenous 
category, and tell them there is no 
productive role for them in society. 
Many people over 65 are quite active, 
and some people are going strong 
even in their 90s.” 

What the elderly need most from 
us, said Miss Scott, is friendship. 

“Friendship is the basis of every 
relationship. And it is the basis for 
spiritual development.”

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Speaking for poor gets 
Marxist label, says bishop 


LOS ANGELES (NC) —Preaching Catholic social 
doctrine in Latin America can lead quickly to the 
preacher’s being branded a Marxist, said an Irish 
bishop who was a missionary in Latin America. 


Bishop Michael Murphy of Cork and Ross, 
Ireland, who served in Peru from 1961 to 1969, 
visited Los Angeles en route home from the Diocese 
of Trujillo, Peru, where 12 priests of his diocese and 
16 Irish nuns are serving the marginados, the poor 
of the slums. 


“THE SITUATION has reached a point in Latin 
America where if you speak for the poor and teach 
Catholic social doctrine along the line of Populorum 
Progressio (Pope Paul VI’s encyclical On the 
Development of Peoples), the right will brand youa 
Marxist,” Bishop Murphy said. 


“One of the main emphases the Church has to 
take is a prophetic one. And if you do so, there will 
be very serious consequences. You can be accused 
of being political. 


“Being prophetic consists of drawing attention to 
the realities of injustice. And if you do, you can find 
your head on a plate like John the Baptist.” 


BISHOP MURPHY said Pope John Paul-Il at 
Puebla, Mexico, in 1979 warned against embracing 
political ideologies, but also stressed the 
importance of preaching the Gospel and the social 
teaching of the Church. 


“My personal view,” the bishop said, “is that no 
matter what changes of structure take place, unless 
there is a fundamental change of heart, no progress 
can be made because corruption is so endemic.” 


Peru’s inflation rate is now 70 percent, Bishop 
Murphy said. “The people in our mission are 
hungry. | think they’re hungrier and poorer than 
when | first went there.” 

HE SAID THE. IRISH nuns had told him hunger 
has caused an outbreak of tuberculosis. “There is a 
high infant mortality. TB is rampant and 
unemployment is at a very high level.” 

The people whom the Irish priests and Sisters 
serve come from the mountains to the coastal plain 
in search of work, Bishop Murphy said. “They come 
because they have no alternatives.”
